IRRIGATION 


CONGRESS 


Observations Noted by 


One of the Covina 


Delegates. 


Editor Argus: 


At your request I will say a word 


of my observations at the National 
Irrigation Congress, Sept. 2 to 7, 
at Sacramento. 


I was most thoroughly impressed 


with the importance of the meeting. 
It was a meeting of large men of 
affairs to discuss mighty subjects. 


Governors, U. S. Senators, Vice- 


President, judges, U. S. government 
officials, beads of departments arid 
strong business men were there in 
force. 
It was such men who con- 


ducted and took part in the delibera- 
tions of the congress. 


Strong resolutions were passed and 


forwarded 
to the coming national 


Congress in Washington. 


Mr. 
Pinchot, chief forester for 


the government, is a very strong and 
interesting man. a man who is for 
the people to preserve the mountain 
forests. 
The U. S. government has 


in charge holding in reserve from 17 
to 20 million acres of forests in 
California alone and is continually 
acquiring more. These lands are not 
only to be kept intaok and allowed 
to grow, but more trees are con- 
tinually being set out and guarded 
vigilantly against thieves and fire. 


What does this mean? 
Not only 


saving the timber for future needs 
of the people but conserving 
the 


waters of the people, holding it back 
in reserve to be used for and by the 
people on the desert lauds for future 
generations and preserving the water 
power which the government is to 
develop on a large scale and sell to 
corporations and individuals at fig- 
tires' based on cost of plant and 
maintenance, barring'out trusts and 
monopoly by corporation greed. 


Think of this picture as compared 


with barren 
mountain sides and 


valley lands and streams dried up, 
no power, little water for th'e des- 
ert lands. 


While developing the mountain 


water powers and asing the water to 
torn the mighty generators, sending 
power on high, tension wires hun- 
di*d* of; miles this same 
water 


•will go to make the desert drink 
and support many thousands of pros-

td the R«rcuhM tfcetle, a flitnt amodf 


Iftljfctft, which la fotitad in certain par* 
tiMM of Ccattal and South America M 
W*)l M In the Island of Dominic*, one 
of the Brttttn Weft Indies, bel6«f« the 
diitlnction of being the biggest btig In 
th* world. In appearance thU creator* 
i* anything but prepossessing nnd 
looks an If It beloagcd .with pin* 
rtuitkes, purple spiders and other crea- 
tures of th* imagination. 
It is ft common trait of tourists and 


travelers to mnke little of anything 
Been Id foreign lands, especially In the 
little West Indian Islands, and to de- 
clare that similar things of vastly 
greater siae or better quality occur In 
"God's country." 
When 
they 
run 


across the Hercules beetle, however, 
they are obliged to acknowledge them- 
•elves beaten. 


Although so formidable In appear- 


ance, this Insect Is perfectly harmless. 
It. lives in the heavy forests and feeds 
on ,the sweetish sap or gum of native 
trees. The larva, or grutt, Is abbut 
fotfr inches long and as thick as a 
man's thumb, aad looks like a huge 
.white maggot.! It Is considered a dell- 
ea«y by the native negrbed and carlbs, 
itfho roast it In hot ashes aud say that 
It tastes like roasted nuts. 


Clumsy in appearance, the Hercules 


.beetle possesses great powers of flight, 
•and in the outlying villages It Is not 
uncommon for oue of these huge crea- 
tures to enter the native houses, being 
attracted thereto by the lights. The In 
[variable result Is a prompt extinguish 
'Jrifc of the candle by the wind created 
toy- the beetle's buying wings, accom- 
panied by screams from the inmarer 


"" of the house, who Imagine a jumble, or 


evil spirt, has invader! their dwelling. 


A popular belief among the natives 


Is that the Hercules beetle saws off 
limbs of trees by grasping them be- 
tween the two -hornlike appendages 
.and flying round and round. This is a 
manifest ' impossibility, ns the Insect 
'has but little power In the horns, and, 
• moreover,, the upper one is lined with 
!& .soft, velvety hair, which would be 
Tubbed off at onre by any friction.

THE CRESCENT SYMBOL 


•low It Cam* to Be Adopted by the 


Mohammedan*. 


The crescent, symbol of the Molmtn- 


mednus has nothing to do with their 
peculiar religious opinions and cere- 
nonles. It was not originally a symbol 
jf the followers of Mohammed at all, 
jut was first used by the Byzantines. 
Thousands of coins have been found 
n all parts of Turkey which date back, 
o the time when Constantinople was 
mown ns Byzantium, and on each of 
:hese the symbol of the crescent ap- 
nearR, proving conclusively that It 
wassjn use as an emblerti among the 
people of that region long before By- 
zantium was overthrown and Its name 
changed to Constantinople. The story 
of the origin of the crescent symbol Is 
as follows: When Philip of Macedonia 
besieged Byzantium he had planned to 
storm the \ city on a certain cloudy 
night, but before his arrangements 
Were completed the moon shone out 
and discovered his approach to the be- 
sieged citizens, who accordingly march- 
ed out and repulsed his forces, pome- 
:hlng which would have been Impossi- 
ble In the darkness. After that event 
all Byzantine coins bore the symbol of 
the crescent moon, which was always 
alluded to as the "savior of Byzan- 
tium." 


After many years the hordes under 


Mohammed II. captured Constantino- 
ple. 
At that time the crescent was 


used everywhere and upon everything. 
Suspecting that there must be magical 
power In the emblem, the Mohamme- 
dans appropriated It and have since 
used It as their only symbolic decora- 
tion.
